Fru Dora Thorhallsdottir 
In Memoriam 

A feeling of sadness swept over 
the Icelandic Community of Edmon¬ 
ton, when the sorrowful news of 
the death of Fru Dora Thorhalls¬ 
dottir reached here. 

Many local residents will recall, 
with personal pleasure, the opport¬ 
unity of meeting this gracious lady, 
as she accompanied her distinguish¬ 
ed husband, His Excellency, Asgeir 
Asgeirsson, the President of Ice¬ 
land, when they visited Edmonton, 
on their continental tour, in Septem¬ 
ber, 1961. 

By her sincere love of all people 
and by her aristocratic bearing she 
was well-fitted to act as the First 
Lady of Iceland. The warm hosp¬ 
itality shown to all visitors to 
Bessastadir, the presidential home 
near Reyjavik, reflected the genuine 
characters of these two leading 
citizens of the Republic of Iceland. 

As a daughter of the former Bishop 
of Iceland, and by inheritance from 
a long line of eminent churchmen, 
she was a child of true refinement 
and learning. Her influence for good 
was far-reaching, and her passing 
has brought wide-spread sorrow to 
all her countrymen. 

Memorial services in Bessastadir 
Church, and later funeral services 
in the Cathedral in Reykjavik were 
conducted when dignitaries and 
friends attended an impressive, 
respectful, and deeply moving tri¬ 
bute, to her memory. 

The musical portions of the ser¬ 
vices were sung by combined choirs, 
and included hymns composed by 
former churchmen in her family 
background; and suitable organ 
music, chosen from classical sources 
were played by the organist, Dr. 
Pall Kr. Palsson. 

Among the pallbearers were the 
Honorable, Dr. Bjarni Benediktson, 
the Prime Minister, and his cab¬ 
inet. Cremation followed with the 
final resting place being Bessastadir 
Church. 

Sincere and heart-felt sympathy 
to the bereaved family and to the 
nation is offered by the Icelandic 
Society of Edmonton.

October 9th was Leif Erikson Day 
and was celebrated by Scandinavians 
all over the world. It is fitting, 
therefore, that we should pay tribute 
to Leif Erikson today. 

The story of Leif Erikson falls into 
three parts: 

1. His trans-Atlantic trip from 
Greenland to Norway in 999 A.D.; 

2. His historic discovery of Wine- 
land, North America in 1003 A.D.; 

3. His stewardship of the Norwegian 
Greenland Colony (1004 - 1065). 

The Norsemen were t the first 
Europeans to leave the coast line 
and venture into uncharted seas. 
As their homeland was not, and 
is not, a rich land, 70% being 
covered with mountains, glacier and 
moor, they went abroad seeking loot 
with which to enrich themselves. 
Leif’s father, Eric the Red, was 
one of these adventurers. He had 
settled in the Norwegian Colony of 
Iceland in 970. It was here that 
Leif was bom. By 980 Eric the 
Red had founded the first European 
colony in the Western Hemisphere - 
Greenland. Iceland nor Greenland 
was an improvement upon their 
native land, so they sought still 
further adventure.

SETS SAIL FOR NORWAY 

It is not strange, therefore, that 
we find Leif, a young man of 20 
setting sail for Norway. On his 
arrival at Nidaros (now Thronhjem) 
he proceeded immediately to the 
court of Olaf Tryggvason. He spent 
the winter there and got on well 
with the king. Two things happened 
to Leif Erikson - first, he became 
a Christian, for Christianity had 
just reached Norway and King Olaf 
had converted him; and secondly, 
he heard more wondrous tales of 
the Fortunate Isles which inspired 
him to sail westward in quest of 
them. 

On arriving home in Greenland 
he heard still another story — the 
story of Bjarni Heriulfsson. He 
went to see him. It appears that 
Bjarni had set sail from Iceland 
to see his father, who had settled 
in Greenland. A terrific storm 
took his ship hundreds of miles 
southward out of its course. When 
the storm subsided and the fog 
cleared, he sailed westward and 
saw land, but it was not Greenland 
as he had expected, for it was a 
low-wooded shore with a sandy 
beach. He would not set ashore, 
and this dismayed his crew greatly, 
he continued north-east, and after 
two days saw a second land. Its 
topography was similar to that of 
the first, and so Bjarni would not 
land, but sailed on. After three 
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days more they saw yet a third 
land, with a rough rugged coast 
and ice-capped mountains in the 
interior. This again, Bjarni conclud¬ 
ed, was not the Greenland he was 
seeking. So they sailed north-east 
for yet another four days and saw 
a fourth land. Here were the ice- 
mountains in the background, and so 
it was found to be Greenland. 

It was quite obvious that Bjarni 
had no desire to explore further 
the wonderstrands that he had by 
chance spotted, and so Leif bar¬ 
gained with him for his long-ship 
and made preparations to discover 
these wonderlands for himself. He 
took 35 men and 1 woman. He 
persuaded his father to accompany 
him, but on the way to the ship 
he fell off his horse and injured 
himself, and so remained behind. 

DISCOVERS AMERICA 

Leif retraced the journey of 
Bjarni, but in reverse. His first 
landfall was Bjami’s third, and 
what latest research indicates as 
Newfoundland. The crew embarked, 
but they soon decided that this could 
not be the Fortunate Isles, and so 
they sailed southward, coming to a 
second land of low-wooded shores. 
On landing on what we believe to be 
a part of Nova Scotia, perhaps Cape 
Breton Island, they again decided 
that this was not the land for which 
they were seeking. Southward for 
two days more they sailed, until 
they came to a Cape of low-wooded 
shores. They followed a river inland 
to a small lake. Here it was that 
they disembarkfed and made pre¬ 
parations for a winter that did not 
come, for the grass remained green 
all the year round. HERE Leif 
built his large stone house. HERE 
they found the luscious grapes and 
the vines for rope-making. HERE 
the salmon were teeming. This 
I indeed was the Fortunate Isles, and 
so they christened it WINELAND. 

RETURN TO GREENLAND 

In the spring of the year Leif 
and Ms crew loaded their sMp with 
the riches of the new land and 
returned to Greenland. We can 
imagine the rejoicing and the 
jubilance, with wMch they were met. 
His friends christened him “Leif, 
the Lucky.” 

He had no sooner gotten back 
than he began making plans for a 
second voyage, but fate destined 
otherwise. His father died, and he 
had to take over the stewardsMp 
of the colony — rule and deal with 
disputes, measure crops, plan the 
shearing of sheep, the collection of 
driftwood, the rearing of churches — 
instead of going on the quest of 


Wonderlands whose wonderstrands 
he had barely touched. Leif was 
not dismayed, however, and he gave 
up much for the comfort and care 
of others — that further adventure 
remained a wistful dream. Time, 
labour and the press of the days 
forbade the search. So he died 
at Brattalid, his father’s house, in 
1065. But he is not forgotten and 
Ms memory will live as long as 
there are Norsemen alive to tell 
the tale. 

RECOGNITION ADVANCING 

Today, general recogmtion of Leif 
Erikson as the discoverer of our 
western continent is gradually ad¬ 
vancing. His voyage to North 
America in the year 1003, the sub¬ 
sequent expedition of Ms brother, 
Torvald, and by Torfinn Karlsevne, 
who came with three ships and 160 
people to colomze Vinland, as well 
as voyages between Iceland and 
Greenland and the American con¬ 
tinent up to the middle of the 14th 
century, are well established facts. 

It was in August of 1947 that 
Frederick PoM and his wife spent 
their holidays at Follins Pond, Cape 
Cod, Rhode Island, and discovered 
the mooring holes in the rocks, 
made and used by the Vikings to 
anchor their sMps. 

Then last year, Dr. Helge Ingstad, 
explorer and archaeologist, unearth¬ 
ed the remains of a Viking settle¬ 
ment at J’Anse Aux Meadows, 
Newfoundland. He found vine 
structures and a primitive smithy. 
The biggest house, measuring 65 x 
45 feet, had five rooms and a 
Viking style grand hall with an 
open hearth in the middle. Radio 
carbon dating of charcoal from the 
ruins indicates that the site was 
occupied around 1000 A.D. 

A year ago, Dr. Junius Bird, 
Curator of Archaeology at the 
American Museum of Natural His¬ 
tory, and Dr. Henry B. Collins, a 
Smithsoman Institute Anthropologist, 
visited the excavation site. Dr. 
Bird declared that the site is, with¬ 
out question, of pre-Columbian Norse 
origin. 

Dr. MacNeish of Ottawa recently 
spoke to 300 persons at the Mathe¬ 
matics - Physics Building at the 
UMversity of Alberta. He said . . . 
“The first European to discover 
America was proved tMs year to 
be a Viking, most probably Leif 
Erikson . . .” The National Mus¬ 
eum had definitely been skeptical 
at first, but now is fully satisfied 
of its authenticity.

FROM THE PRESIDENT’S DESK . . .

In a democratic society, we often forget that with the 
FREEDOM we enjoy, there goes RESPONSIBILITY. The surest 
way to drift away from democratic living is for the individual 
to shirk responsibilities. 

Now that the Scandinavian Centre has gotten off to a 
wonderful start, it would be a poor time for anyone of us to 
shirk our responsibilities. There are approximately 2,000 
members, each one of us has a responsibility to see that the 
Centre develops into the kind of institution which we have 
all dreamed about. 

FIRST—will it be a community-minded Centre with a 
Scandinavian flavour? 

SECOND—Are we prepared to put forward the effort to 
make a substantial contribution of that which is good in 
the Scandinavian background to an emerging Canadianism? 

Let us accept the responsibility that should reasonably 
be ours, so that we will not fall short of our objectives. 
Remember, the Edmonton community is expecting much of us. 

Recently Mr. Bob Allen of the Scottish Society phoned 
me. In the course of the conversation he said, "You have 
accomplished what we still hope to accomplish." 

At the United Nations Cafeteria and Ball held at the 
Centre on October 17th I started chatting with the people 
next to me. They were 6f English descent. When I spoke 
to them of our objectives in the Centre they wanted to know 
if they could buy shares. They took application forms with 
them, and I feel they are going to invest. 

■SET'S FINISH THE JOB 

The.canvassers listed elsewhere in this paper have accept¬ 
ed a big responsibility — the selling of the balance of the 
1964 share issue of 1,000. As of October 1st there were 457 
shares left to sell. At the time of writing 17 shares have 
been sold, thus leaving 440 shares to be sold. The money 
is urgently needed to pay off our debt at the bank. Further 
expansion at the Centre would be foolish without first paying 
off this debt. Our credit is good, but we want to keep it 
that way. Canvassers and shareholders . . . now indeed is 
no ime to shirk our responsibility!

PRESIDENT JOHNSON DECLARES OCT. 9 
"LEIF ERIKSON DAY" . . . 

Yes, October 9, 1964, was a big day for Scandinavians 
everywhere. Finally official recognition has been given to 
the fact that the first European to discover America was Leif 
Erikson in 1003 A.D. 

Much credit must go to the Leif Erikson Association 
Inc. of Los Angeles. In the year 1961 they presented a 
massive petition to the Congress of the United States. (The 
Scandinavian Centre of Edmonton was part of this petition). 
Because of this, and because of the discoveries of the Viking 
ruins in Newfoundland last year, President Johnson saw fit 
to declare October 9th as Leif Erikson Day. (See the Leif 
Erikson Story elsewhere in this issue).

PETITIONS GOVERNMENT 

The Leif Erikson Association of 
Los Angeles, California, has done 
much to gather and summarize 
proofs, and win recognition that Leif 
Erikson was the discoverer of the 
American continent. 

At a meeting of this Association 
on June 5, 1961, it was resolved 
to petition the Congress of the 
United States of America to per¬ 
manently establish October 9th of 
each year as “Leif Erikson Day” 
in recognition of his discovery of 
America. 

“LEIF ERIKSON DAY” 

As a result, President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, on September 5, 1964, issu¬ 
ed the following proclamation: 

WHEREAS Leif Erikson, Norse¬ 
man, son of Erik the Red and great 
seafarer, in the year 1000 valiantly 
explored the shores of the American 
Continent; 

WHEREAS the intrepid exploits 
of the Vikings of Erikson’s time 
strike a responsive chord in the 
hearts of all American people, 

“I LYNDON B. JOHNSON, Presi¬ 
dent of the United States of America, 
do hereby designate Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 9, 1964, as Leif Erikson Day 
and direct Government officals to 
display the flag on all Government 
buildings on that day. Further, I 
invite the people of the United 
States to honor on that day he 
memory of Leif Erikson. by holding 
appropriate exercises and cere¬ 
monies in schools and churches, or 
other suitable places.” 

It is now up to Scandinavian 
Canadians to see that our Canadian 
Government also proclaim October 
9th as Leif Erikson Day in 
Canada.

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Thordarson's Rock Island As State National Park . . . 


A press clipping has recently come 
to light which should prove to be of 
more than passing interest to the 
readers of the Scandinavian Centre 
News. 

It concerns the sale of Rock Island 
to the State of Wisconsin, for a re¬ 
ported $200,000. The State Conserva¬ 
tion Commission plans to preserve 
the Island as a State National Park. 

Few readers will knew where to 
locate Rock Island on the map. This 
unspoiled small island lies in Lake 
Michigan, near Washington Island. 
Both of these islands can be located 
at the tip of the peninsula in Lake 
Michigan, that part of land which 
divides the ‘thumb’ from the ‘mit¬ 
ten’ of this body of water which 
forms part of the chain of lakes sep¬ 
arating Ontario from the United 
States. 

Washington Island has been the 
picturesque home of Icelandic set¬ 
tlers for almost one hundred years. 
In 1870; a few brave families left 
their homeland to settle in this re¬ 
mote and primitive locality. Today, 
94 years later, one sees flaxen-haired 
descendents of the early settlers at 
work in the gardens, the restaur¬ 
ants, and the lakeshore activities. 

One of the group of immigrants 
who came to Milwaukee in 1873, was 
a small child of a few years, named 
Hjortur Thordarson, who was to 
climb to fame and fortune by his 
inventive genius in the electrical 
field. 

Early in life his talents were 
evident. It has been said that he 
was rewarded ten cents by a fam¬ 
ous poetess, Ella Wheeler Wilcox, 
who recognized the precocity of the 
child when examinging a wheel 
made from primitive materials. 

The schooling gained at this time 
was meagre, although Hjortur, 
whose name had been Anglicized to 
‘Chester’, had the rare privilege of 
living for a year in the home of 
Stephan G. Stephansson, the Alberta 
poet, in North Dakota, in an early 
Icelandic settlement there. He and 
■his brother had herded some cattle 
the 900 miles to Dakota, making an 
impressive 25-mile-a-day progress. 

During the 1885 Indian uprising, 
he travelled to Winnipeg to offer his 
services to the Queen’s forces, but 
nothing came of that. Visiting his 
sister in Chicago, and later finding 
employment in St. Louis aided in 
developing his character and bril¬ 
liant mentality. Travel to Mexico 
broadened his outlook, but it was 
when he gained employment in the 
Electric Company of Thomas A Ed¬ 
ison, in Chicago, that his inventive 
genius found his life’s purpose. 

After a few years in the ever¬ 
growing electrical field, the Edison 
Company assisted him in setting up 
his own shop. This thrived and pros- 
perred beyond all his fondest dreams 
and in time his company factory 
spread over two acres, employing 
over 15,000 workers. He had over 
100 inventions patented to his credit, 
and by his desire to share his amaz¬ 
ing knowledge with all, especially 
young Icelandic students, his con¬ 
tribution to education has gained 
recognition from schools of learning, 
both in America and abroad. 

At the St. Louis World’s Fair in 
1904, he won a Gold Medal, and later 
in 1915, a similar honor from the 
San Francisco Fair. The advent of 
radio increased his electrical ap¬ 
pliance business, as a supplier of 
parts for the amazing new means of 
eommunic ation. 

So many-sided were his personal- 


of books, rare, antique, out-of-print, 
and priceless Icelandic volumes 
from the 16th and 17th centuries, 
hand crafted. The librarian at Yale 
University rates this collection as 
the largest private library in Am¬ 
erica, and containing books not 
found even in the British Museum. 
So capable a man would see to it 
that this treasure would find suitable 
housing, and his shelves are made 
of steel, copper and plate glass. 

As a youth, he had roamed the 
wilderness of his Winsconsin home. 
It is understandable that he would 
desire to purchase Rock Island, 900 
acres of magic beauty, of unspoiled 
virgin wilderness. In 1910, he ac¬ 
quired this, and it is said, that later 
he refused a million dollars from 
some wealthy Chicagoans who wish¬ 
ed to establish a summer colony 
there. 

The Icelanders were not the first 
settlers, for evidence in the cem¬ 
etery near the original clearing, but 
now moss grown, shows names of 
men prominent in the Boston tea- 
party, and the civil war. Daniel 
Boone’s brother, and his two sons 
lie at rest, among the crumbling 
foundation stones of early homes. 
A government lighthouse, warning 
shipping in Lake Michigan built in 
1836 stands on the northern head¬ 
land. The Thordarson estate is loc¬ 
ated on the western edge, directly 
across from Washington Island. 

Thordarson hired Icelanders to 
quarry native stone for his estate 
on the southwest tip of the island. 
He left the remote spot a distinctive 
landmark, a costly ‘Great Hall’ with 
a huge dining room over 100 feet in 
length. The lower part of the huge 
home also served as a boat house, 
and has been hewn out of solid 
limestone to house the boats needed 
to cross the channel from its neigh¬ 
boring areas. In the 1920’s and 
1930’s Thordarson entertained his 
guests in regal fashion. The soar¬ 
ing windows and over-hanging roof 
gives the structure a look of a 
building from the Icelandic sagas. 
Forest trails have been hacked out 
of the towering evergreens and hard¬ 
woods by Thordarson’s workmen. 
Only timber needed for the cottages 
and workshop have been cut from 
the forest, for he gave strict orders 
that the timber was to remain un¬ 
touched. A stone tower more 


than 100 feet high looks out over 
the seemingly endless expanse of 
Lake Michigan. 

Since Thordarson’s death, the is¬ 
land has been the summer home of 
his heirs, two sons, Dewey and 
Trygvi (now deceased), Trygvi’s 
widow, Louise. Their daughter, 
Julie Ann, the only grandchild, is 
a namesake of her grandmother. 
Dewey’s wife is the former Helen 
Lindal of Lundar, Manitoba and the 
sister of Mrs. Bill Halldorson of Ed¬ 
monton. They are delighted that 
the State Conservation Commission 
envisages making Rock Island a 
national wilderness sanctuary. They 
hope a suitable marker will be er¬ 
ected in memory of the dynamic and 
successful immigrant boy who loved 
the primitive forests and sandy 
beaches of his enchanted island.
